Firemen to Do? 

One day within the past year 
the son of a local clergyman was 
passing the fire station when the 
firemen twere Jined up in front of 
it watching Park street being tar- 
viaed. It bothered him and he pon. 
dered over tit all might, In the 
mceming he rut the problem to 
his mother: “Why is it that the 
firemen get paid for talking while 
they're sitting down, and daddy 
gets paid for talking, too, but he 
has ‘to stand up?” 

The littlt boy’s problem is every- 
body’s problem, everybody in eveiy 
town over the country. Not that we 
want firemen to stand up while 
they’re talking—what ‘everyone, 
even the firemen themselves, want 
is for them to have something to 
do, something to keep tthem oc- 
cupied. Possibly our new chief 
can find some means of putting 
the firemen’s great amount of 
leisure time to some productive 
use, 

If Chief Buchan desires to keep 
the boys busy, he will have quite 
a problem on his hands. A town 
has ito have a certain number of 
men at the ‘stafion ajt all itimes, 
ready to rmesiplond to an alarm, or 
take ithe ambulance out on call. 
Therefore, he will have to find 
something for tthem ito do im cloie 
proximity tlio the engine house, If 
he can do thait, he will have earned 
the gratitude of the town for g-t- 
ting more out of the fire depart- 
ment appropriation, and the grati- 
tnde of the mien themselves for 
giving them isliomething to do. For 
the worst job in tthe world to the 
average man is doing nothing; it’s 
not a healthy situation, and our lo- 
eal firemen, being normal men, 
would prefer to have something to 
accupy their time with. 


Are You a Fender Denter? 

Are you one of those persons 
who, getting out of a parking space, 
or driving past a parked car, have 
bumped into a mudguard and then 
driven off? Wihy didn’t you get out 
and look to see if you had done any 
damage? Chances are you did, be- 
cause mudguards bend very easily. 
Don’t you think the owner of the 
car when he comes out and finds 
his fender dented has a right to 
feel pretty peeved? 

It’s happening every day here in 
Andover. It’s even happened to the 
police chief's car! Legally you be- 
come a hit-and-run driver, and if 
you're caught, you go on the black 
list and you just don’t run a car 
any more, But what happens if you 
report the slight mishap? The 
chances are then that the owner of 
the other car will have his fender 
repaired by your insurance com- 
pany, instead of having to dig down 
into his own pocket. Nothing will 
happen to you, and you’ll have a 
clear conscience. That’s worth 
quite a ‘bit. 


Now’s The Time 
There will be a vacancy inat least 
one town elective office this year, 
for Mrs. Annie S. Angus of the 
school committee has announced 
that she definitely will not run 
agiain. There couldn’t ‘be a better 
example to bring out a point that 
we have often stressed: that we 
should try our best before the nom- 
ination deadline to urge ‘the town’s 
better citizens to run. for office. Misi, 
Angus has been one of the best

has hhad, and it would be too bad 
for Andover if the field that the 
town had to pick from on March 
3rd ‘were a poor one. Andover has 
been lucky in the past; with a few 
exceptions it has at present a very 
excellent set of public officials. But 
if you go through the list and pick 
out the ones you think arem’t very 
g00d, you'll discover that the rea- 
son that they were elected was that 
the list of nominees did not include 
substantial citizens with sufficient 
public appeal to garner the neces- 
sary votes. Between now and the 
closing of the nominations let’s do 
our best to build up a field that 
will make the chances of a poor 
candidate very slim. 


No Representation 

It’s not yet two hundred years 
ago that the United ‘States won its 
independence from Great Britain 
mainly on the score of “Taxation 
without representation.’ But his- 
tory apparently doesn’t count for 
much in these days; President 
Roosevelt could hardly be expected 
to harken back to those days of 
1775 when he doesn’t even go back 
in history to the days after No- 
vember 11, 1918, when the wishes 
of the Umited States meant noth- 
ing in the peace negotiations. 

But there are many people in the 
United States who object ito “War 
without representation, based on 
foreign policy without representa- 
tion.” They want Great Britain to 
win this war, but they’re asking 
themselves several things. If we 
have to go to the rescue of Great 


3ritain, they wonder why we 
weren't consulted during those 
British foreign office negotiations 


which eventually resulted in this 
war. They go back to Versailles, 
and they wonder, if we do go into 
the war, whether our wishes in the 
peace negotiations will have any 
weight at all. If we're to become an 
integral part of the British Empire 
in these frequent campaigns to 
make the world safe for Democ- 
racy, why can’t we have a say in 
their foreign policy? If we do, and 
if we use our common sense, wars 
won’t be necessary. President 
Roosevelt should put jusit as: much 
emphasis on this! phase of his deal- 
ings with Britain as he is on his 
endeavors to rush arms over there.
